There was no rocking of the boat or car, no 
rustling of tho silk—nothing, indeed, but the 
receding forests nnd fields beneath, to tell os 
we were not poised between earth and sky in 
a dead calm.

Franklin’s Son­ 
Speaking of the son of Dr. Franklin, the 
Newburyport Herald says: 
“ As the namo of Franklin is prominently 
before the public, it may not be uninteresting 
to give some account of his only son, William, 
about whom we think little is known by the 
community at large. Unlike his father, whose 
chief claim is for the invaluable service he 
rendered his country in her greatest need, the 
son was, from tho first to the least, a devoted 
loyalist. Beforo tho Revolutionary war he 
held several civil and military offices of im­ 
portance. At the commencement of tho war, 
he held the office of Governor of New Jersey, 
which apjxjintmcnt he received in 1775.— 
When tne difficulty between tho mother 
country and the colonies was coming to a 
crisis, he threw his wholo influence in favof 
of loyalty, and endeavored to prevent the Leg­ 
islative Assembly of New Jersey from sustain­ 
ing the proceedings of the General Congress 
of Philadelphia. These efforts, however, did 
but little to stay the tide of popular sentiment 
in favor of resistance to tyranny, and soon 
involved him in difficulty. He was deposed 
from office by the whigs, to give plaoe to Wil­ 
liam Livingston, and sent a prisoner to Con­ 
necticut, where he remained two years in 
East Windsor, in the house of Captain 
Ebenexer Grant, where the Theological Semi­ 
nary now standi. In 1778 lie was exchanged, 
and soon after went to England. There he 
spent the remaindor of his life, receiving a 
pension from the British government for his 
fidelity. He died in 1813, at the age of 82. 
might have been expocted, his opposi­ 
tion to the cause of liberty, so dear to the 
heart of his father, produced an estrangement 
between them. For years they hod no inter­ 
course—when in 1791, the son wrote the 
father. In his reply Dr. Franklin says:— 
“ Nothing has ever hurt me so much,' and 
affected me with such deep sensation, as to 
find myself deserted, in my old age, by my 
only son ; and not only deserted, bnt to find 
him taking up arms against me in a cause 
wherein my good fame, fortune and lifo were 
all at stake.” 
In his will, also, be alludes to the part his 
son had acted. After making some bequests, 
lie adds: “ The part he acted against me in 
the late war, which is of public notoriety, will 
account for my leaving him no more of an es­ 
tate he endeavored to deprive me of.” 
The patriotism of the father stands forth all 
the brighter when contrasted with the deser­ 
tion of nis son.

The Great Rattle nj Solferino.—Tho groat 
battle of the 24th June, it appears by the late 
foreign nows, was not fought on the Mincio, 
bnt on the Ciñese, at tho village of Solferino, 
about eighteen miles northwest of Mantua, 
whero tho A ustrians in 17% wero defeated 
by, the Frcncli previous to tho siege of Man­ 
tua. 
The battle of the 24th appears to have 
been the severest contest of the campaign, 
and was accompanied by the greatest loss of 
life. 
The A ustrians re-crossed tho Mincio, tn 
the cast of which thoy had previously with­ 
drawn, in full force, and attacked the French, 
hut alter eighteen hours’ hard fighting and 
the loss of 30,000 men, in killed, wuonded 
and prisoners, were compelled to abandon 
their positions. 
The French aresaid to havo 
lost from 20,000 to 25,000. Accounts say 
that their loss wns so severe thnt they were 
unable to advance against the Austrian*, who 
have retired to the H istoric Square, where 
nnother great battle is impending, in which 
tho human slaughter will probably be moro 
terrible. 
Baron Hess, the best of the Aus­ 
trian generals, is now in command, and with­ 
in the fortified places so often alluded to will 
bo the next carnage.

T be A ustrians disputed every inch of the

windows, and the French were comncllcd, in * 
self-defence, to burn the town. 
W hen they 
found It impossible to hold their ground any 
longer, they fell back, slowly and steadilv, 
until they reached the village of Volta, whic!i, 
a s you will see by the map, lies directly 
southeast from Castiglione, and is only about 
a mile from the river Mineio, from which, 
however, it is separated by a range of bills. 
Upon these hills, in thc rear of tho town, 
nnd overlooking it completely on tho south 
nnd southeast sides, the A ustrians had plant­ 
ed vetw formidable batteries ; and when I 
arrivoa upon ihc field and went at once to tho 
height where tho Fmpcror had stood at the 
opening of the engagement, but which lie had 
left an hour before to follow his victorious 
troops, these batteries were blazing away up­ 
on the French who were stationed on the 
plain below. 
I was too far off to observe 
with any accuracy the successive steps of thc 
action, but I could distinctly see the troops 
etatkmed upon thc broad plain, and moving 
up in masses towards the front, where the 
artillery was posted, as tlicir services were 
required. 
B ut as soon as they reached this 
point they were speedily enveloped in the 
smoko of the cannon, and disappeared from 
.observation. 
But the general result was soon 
m ade evident by the slackening of the Aus­ 
trian fire; and by the falling back of their, 
smoko and a corresponding advance on the 
p a rt of th at which.rose from the French ar­ 
tillery. 
Tho' cannonading at that point lasted for 
over an h o u r; but in precisely w hat direc­ 
tion th e A ustrians retreated, it was not possi­ 
ble, from the position I occupied, to see. 
I 
was afraid to change it, moreover, because, 
although I m ight easily have gone more di­ 
rectly and closely upon the field, I ooald not 
b are found any eminenco upon the plain 
from which I could have Imd so sweeping and 
complete a view. 
P art of the A ustrian force 
probably crossed the Mineio river, which 
flows southward from the lower end of Lake 
Guarda, and empties into the Po.

battle continued to rage all over the region 
northw ost of a line connecting the towns of 
Castíglione, Solferino nnd Volta. 
A t one 
point after another a Bharp cannonading 
would arise and continue for a half or three- 
quarter* of an hour—and after each succes­ 
sive engagement of this kind, the result be­ 
came apparent in thc retreat of the Austrians 
and the advance of the French forces.

ing all the carlv part of the day the sky had 
been clear, and the weather hut. 
B ut clouds began to gather at about noon, 
and a t 5 o’eluck, while the cannonade was at 
its height, a tremendous thunderstorm rolled 
up from the northw est; the wind came first, 
■weeping from the parched streets an enor­ 
mous cloud of dust, and was soon followed 
by a heavy fall of rain, accompanied by vivid 
lightning and rapid explosions of rattling 
thunder. 
The storm lasted for about an hour, 
and the cannonading, so far os wc could dis­ 
tinguish, was suspended. 
Then the rain 
ceased, tho clouds blew away, the sun shone 
ont again, and the air was cooled and per­ 
fectly delightful.

fight had meantime gone on—and when 1 
Again resumed my pert of observation, from 
which the storm had expelled me, the can­ 
nonading commenced on tho extremo left of 
the entire field and on the very borders of the

Tho Piedmontese troops, under the King, 
who commands them in person, had been 
panted there, and received the A ustrians as 
they came around. 
From about 7 o’clock

About half a milo apart, and at [the outset 
they wore both served with nearly _equal and 
effwtive vigor.

of the number of wounded is small.

Wo saw about three thousand A ustrian 
prisoners brought in. 
How many were taken 
daring the day could not be ascertained.

saw one crowd of 000, another of 450, and 
many smaller squads. 
Tho A ustrian wound­ 
ed were piled into the carts sometimes indis­ 
crim inately with ihc French. 
The most horrible wounds to look nt were 
those of the face. 
Two Zouaves of tho first 
regiment h a l the whole under jaw carried 
away, and yet these bravo fellows walked be­ 
hind tho carts of their comrades more danger­ 
ously wounded than themselves. 
Some had 
their eyes closed from blows with thc butts of 
tho muskets, others liad their cheeks or 
mouths banging in lamhcauz from sword cuts, 
others thc checks swolen to enormous dimen­ 
sions from bails that hud pierced their faces 
through and through. 
The women who had 
remained in the town of Castiglione shed tears 
apparently at the utter hopelessness of ren­ 
dering assistance to such a number of brave 
and suffering man. 
Vet every house was 
thrown open, and every hand was ready to aid 
in alleviating their pain. 
For the most part they asked hut for wine 
or water, for the loss of blood creates thirst, 
and the fatigues of the day m ust have been 
great from the length of the battle and tbe 
extent of ground to fight over. 
M any of thc 
soldiers were naked to the waist— their coats 
having been torn to pieces in tho bayonet and 
hand to hand fights, and their Rtiirts torn 
up to staunch their blood. 
All were covered 
with dust and had their clothes raoie or less 
torn, both offioers and men, and presented, 
even in the absence of blood-stained clothes, 
the most pitiable appearance. 
But all who 
were not suffering had stamped upon their 
countenances that quiet, determined look 
which soldiers require in battlo, and which 
is called in thc French army the “ profession­ 
al air.’’ 
THE WOCNDED— TERRIBLE SCEKES. 
The w riter of the foregoing account of the 
battle next describes the wounded as they 
were brought to Castiglione. 
IIo estimates

bly suprortod by their artillery, however, 
they maue a stand and commenced on amove 
to advance. 
It was like a hailstorm —the 
shower of bullets and ball*—and whole files 
were mowed down by a single discharge. 
“ Meanwhile at tho right and left wing the 
A ustrians were getting decidedly the best of 
it. 
Thc 1’iedmonteso wero slowly driven 
buck. 
General C anrobcrt’s corps wa* also 
heavily punished, and had there been n skill- 
1 ful general in the A ustrisn at my to collect 
and concentrate their forces against the weak 
point of thc enemy’s line, m atters would have 
had a verv different aspect.

“ The French commander, to whom tho 
credit of thc day is entirely due, w hether it 
bo Gen. Niel, McMahon, pr the Emperor 
himself, sent forward the Im perial Guard and 
a strong division of infantry against the An s- 
trian eeiflrc.ard succeeded fora time iu break­ 
ing it. 
Instead of bringing up thoir forces to 
repel this formidable attack, the supports 
were sent to the left and right wings, which 
did not need them. 
“ Desperate attempts were made U recap­ 
I ture Solferino, hut the French strongly held 
it, and tho A ustrian bugles began to sonnd 
a general retreat. 
A n attem pt wo* mado by 
tho French cavalrv to pursue them, which led 
to an encounter between tho French Chas­ 
seurs and thc A ustrian Ilnluns, in which tbe 
former wcro rapidly put to ri.jhl about.” 
It is stated that not a singlo H ungarian 
regim ent was allowed to take part in the bat­ 
tle, and th at tho Italian regiments had all 
been previously scut to the Tyrol. 
Twonty thousand corpses are said to have 
been buried, and many wero yet lying in th* 
ditches and cornfields. 
“ Thc . loss of the Fronch is 7 2 0 officers 
placed hots de combat, ono hundred and 
twenty of whom wero killed, and twelve thou­ 
sand privates killed nnd wounded. 
Among 
tho killed aro seven colonels ard six lieutenant 
colonels. 
Among those- wounded are five 
generals.” 
Vienna, July 1.—Tho A ustrian correspon­ 
dent says that tho loss at tho battle of the 
24tli, as fur as has yet been ascertained, is

It was certainly tho most dreadful sight I 
ever saw. 
Every conceivable kind of wound 
which 
can 
be inflicted 
opon men was 
here exhibited. 
All who were able to do so, 
were obliged to walk—thc wagons and ani­ 
mals at command bein™ all required for those 
who could not otherwise be moved. 
Some 
walked along, their faces completely covered 
with blood from sabre cuts upon their heads. 
Many h.-vi their arm s shattered—hundreds 
had their heads tied up— and some carried 
most ghastly wounds upon thoir faces. Some 
had tied up their wounds, and others had 
stripped away the clothing which chafed and 
made them worse. 
I saw one m an walking 
along with a firm step and resolute uir— unked 
to his waint, and having a bullet wound upon 
his side, an ugly gosh along his cheek, and a 
deep bayonet thrust, received from behind in 
the shoulder. 
Most of those who wero walk­ 
ing wore a serioua look—conversing but little 
with one another, though they walked two 
and two— and a few of them carried upon 
their face* any considerable expression of 
pain. 
Those who were more severely injured rode 
upon donkeys or in csrts, and a few wcro 
earriod npnn mnttresses on men’s shoulders. 
But those were mostly officer*, and nearly all 
I saw carried in th at way wore so badly 
vñmndcd that their recovery is scarcely possi­ 
ble. 
One had both his legs crashed by a 
cannon boll. 
A nother hod received a bull 
in hie thigh, and was evidently suffering the 
most intense agony. _ M any of those whose 
wounds were in their legs were seated in 
choirs swung across a donkey—one being on 
e-ich side. 
Several who were tbns carried, 
and were supported by soldiers walking by 
their side, were apparently unconscioas, and 
seemed to be dying. 
Then would come carts, 
large and small, carrying three, five, and some 
of them ten or fifteen each. 
A steady stream 
of these ghastly victims of the battle of the 
day poured through the town. 
I stood in tho 
crowd by the side of them os tba aad proces­ 
sion passed along, and watched it a t this 
point for over an hour. 
I t w as not interrupt­ 
ed for a moment—except now and then by a 
crowd of prisoners—and it eontiuued thus 
from about ton in tbs m oraine, when it began 
to flow, until 1 left fae street, long after dark.

A Shocking Homicide. 
Lastcvoning.lictwccn 7 and 8 o’clock, ades- 
Íicratc deed of blood was enacted in South 
laltim orc. 
A young man named Win. W. 
Taylor, while passing along H enrietta street, 
near Light, and when opposite tho public 
houso of John Kenny, was accosted by a par­ 
ty of men, who asked him to treat. 
Taylor 
refused, when one of thc party knocked him 
down, and another jum ping from one of thc 
buggies in which thc parties had ridden to 
tlie house, caught Taylor by tho hair nf his 
head, and putting a pistol close to tho hack uf 
the skull, fired. 
The ball passed clear into the brain, snd 
Taylor, with a single g s'p , fell over on thc 
curb. 
Tho perpetrators then jum ped into the 
buggies nnd attempted to escape by fast 
driving. 
One of tho vehicles was upset, and 
Thomas Eaton, an occupant, wns'capfured by 
j thc pdicfl, whn were attracted to the spot by 
the report of thc pistol. 
The rest abandoned 
tho vehicles and ran away on foot. 
Taylor 
was lifted from the pavement and carried by 
several citizens to bis boarding house, No 
3G Henrietta street, near Charles, and shout 
a square distant from tbe scone of tho «hoot­ 
ing. 
Dr. George W. Ben«on was summoned, 
but he lived only a short time. 
Immediately 
upon the shooting, Captain Woods, Sergeant 
Crouch ami other officers of the district, start­ 
ed in diffcient directions to arrest the perpe­ 
trators of the crime, but up to m idnight no 
more had been nrrextcd. 
Taylor, it is snid, 
was a member of the Bethel Church, Lee 
street, and was on his way to the w harf to 
witness the return of tbe Sabbath school on 
board tho steamer Lancaster, from an excur­ 
sion to Lower Canton, when tho murderous 
assault was mado upon him. 
Deceased was 
20 years of age, a native of Aceoniao county, 
Va., and n shoemaker by trade.

ner, a sister of the deceased arrived at tho 
house, and her shrioks and crie* were heart­ 
rending to bear.— Baltimore Sun o f Wednes­ 
day.

ton, on the Camden and Atlantic Hailroad, is 
a flourishing village settled chiefly by New 
Englanders, who wish to escapo their frosty 
climate, and by persons from the W est, who 
are engaged in the grape culture. 
One year 
ago the settlement commenced, and sinoe then 
has a population of fitteep hundred. 
They 
have built about three hundred houses, open­ 
ed four 6tores, several hotels, one steam taw 
and planing mill, and ono water power saw 
and planing mill, with schools, churches, and 
brick yards. 
Thoy have set out since, forty 
vinyurds, and in short, established a settle­ 
ment,- which from th* respectability of tbe 
settlers, is destined to beceme one of the most 
im portant and influential places in tho State 
of New Jersey. 
Grape growers are of the

The latter from Mr. E vekxtt was address­ 
ed to our M inister at Berlin, under dato of 
14th Jan u ary , 11-53, in reference to several 
cosos which had been presented by the Min­ 
ister. 
“ The quostion raised,” Mr. E verett 
w rites, “ has received tho particular attention 
of the President.” 
The following extracts 
sufficiently state his doctrine; 
If, then, a Prussian subject, born and liv­ 
ing nnder tbis state ofsfaw, chooses to emi­ 
grate to a foreign country without obtaining 
the certificate which olonwcan discharge him 
from the obligation of m ilitary services, ho 
takes that seep at his own risk. 
Ho elects to 
go abroad under the burden of n duty which 
ne owes to his Government. 
H is departure 
is of tho nature of an escape from her laws ; 
and if, at any subsequent period, ho is indis­ 
creet enough to return to his naturo country, 
he cannot complain if those laws are executed 
to his disadvantage. 
His case resembles that 
of a soldier or sailor eulisted by conscription 
or other compulsory process in the arm y or 
navy. 
If he should desert the service ot his 
country, and thereby render him self amena­ 
ble to military law, no one would expect that 
he could return to his native land and bid de­ 
fiance to its laws, because, in tho meantime, 
he m ight have become a naturalized citizen 
of a foreign Slate. 
For these reasons, and without entering in­ 
to tho discussion of the question of perpetual 
allegiance, the President is of opinion that, 
if a subject ol Prussia, lying under a legal 
obligation in that country to perform a cer­ 
tain amount of m ilitary duty, leaves his na­ 
tive land, and, without performing that doty 
or obtaining the prcscriDed “ certificate of 
em igration,” comes to the United States and 
is naturalized, and afterwords, for any p u r­ 
poses whatever, goes bock ts Prussia, it is 
not competcut for tho United States to pro­ 
tect him from the operation of the Prussian 
law. Tho caso may oeoue of great hardship, 
especially if the omission to procure tbo cer­ 
tificate arose from inadvertence or ignorance; 
but this fact, though ■ ju st ground of sympa­ 
thy, docs not alter tho ease as one of interna­ 
tional law. 
The position of Gen. Cass, in his letter to

He says : 
“ The position of the United States, as 
communicated to the m inister at B erlin for 
the information of tho Prussian government, 
that native-born Prussians, naturalized in 
the United States, and returning to the coun­ 
try of their birth, are not liable to any duties 
or penalties except such as were existing at 
the period of their emigration. 
If a t that 
time thoy were in tho arm y, or actually call­ 
ed into it, mich emigration and naturalization 
do not exempt them from the legal penalty 
which they incurred by their desertion ; hut 
this penalty may be enforced against them 
whenever they shall voluntarily placo them ­ 
selves within the local jurisdiction of their 
native 
country, and shall be proceeded 
against nccording to law. 
B ut when no 
present liabilities exist against them , at tho 
period ul their emigration, the law of nations, 
in the opinion of this government, give* no 
right to any oountry to interfere with na­ 
turalized American citizens, and the attem pt 
to do so would be oonsidered an set unjust in 
itself and unfriendly towards the United 
States.” 
fittT'Ve shall pablish next week an extract 
of a dispatch from the D epartm ent of State 
to the M inister of the United Statos at the 
Court of Berlin, in regard to a citizen of the 
United States, who is a native of the kingdom 
of Hanover, end who, when he left his native 
country, was neither m actual service in the 
nanoverian army, nor bad been drafted to 
serve in it, reoentiy returned there on a visit, 
when he wot immediately deprived of his

Death From tho Bite of a Eattlesnake. 


James Wright, an old citizen of Cincinnati, 


while in the woods near Yanceburg, Ind., on 
the 4th instant, getting out limber, was bit 
on the baud by a rattlesnake. The Gazette 
says : 


Alarmed at the probable consequences, he 


immediately started for the town, and ran 
the entire distance. The heat, fatigue and 
excitement of course allowed the poison to 
circulate through bis system and make sure 
of its deadly work. 
By the timo he reached 


Yanceburg, be was entirely blind, and his 
body and head were covered with spots of the 
same color of those of the rattlesnake. 
The 


usual remedies were immediately resorted lo 
and every effort made by the attendant phy- 
sicians to neutralize the poison, but without 
effect. 
He continued to sink rapidly and ex- 


pired between three and four o'clock next 
morning. 


Jn preparing the body to be laid out, a sin- 


gular phenomenon presented itscll. In addi- 
tion to the spots, referred to, there was a pic- 
ture of the snake itself—perfect in shape and 
color, and as distinct as it' dugucrreotyped 
there—extending from the point on his band 
where tho fangs bad struck, up the arm to 
the shoulder, and then down the side to the 
groin. 
To the truth of this, our informant 


assures us not only hiii-self, but sonic four 
or five other citizens, who saw it, euu posi- 
tively testify. 


Immediately upon learning the occurrence, 


a number of persons started to tho place 
where it had happened, nnd, upon examina- 
tion, found the snake in the identical spot 
designated, when they came near having 
another tragedy, a young lady of tho party 
having stepped over his lurking place, from 
\\hich a moment after be made a suvngc leap 
at tho party, but was immediately dispatched. 
Ho proved to have six rattles and a "button." 
indicating his age to be six years and a half. 


Franklin's Son. 


Speaking of the son of Dr. Franklin, the 


Sfewbnryport Herald says: 


"As the name of Franklin is prominently 


wforc the public, it may not be uninteresting 
to give some account of his only son, William, 
about whom we think little is known by the 


ommunity at large. Unlike his filther, whose 
chief claim is for tlio invaluable service lie 
rendered his country in her greatest need, the 
son was, from the first to the least, a devoted 
loyalist. Before the Kcvolutionnry war he 
bold several civil and military offices of im- 
portance. At tho commencement of the war, 
lie held tho office of Governor of New Jersey, 
which appointment he received in 1775.— 
When the difficulty between tho mother 
country and the colonies was coming to a 
crisis, ho threw his whole influence in favor" 
of loyalty, and endeavored to prevent the Leg- 
islative Assembly of New Jersey from sustain- 
ing the proceedings of the General Congress 
of Philadelphia. 
These efforts, however, did 


but littla to stay the tide of popular sentiment 
in favor of resistance to tyranny, and soon 
involved him in difficulty. 
He was deposed 


from otlice by tho wings, to give place to Wil- 
liam Livingston, and sent a prisoner to Con- 
necticut, where he remained two years in 
East Windsor, in the house of Captain 
Ebenc/.er Grant, where tho Theological Semi- 
nary now stands. 
In 1778 he was exchanged, 


aud soon after went to England. 
There he 


spent the remainder of his life, receiving a 
pension from tlie British government for his 
fidelity. lie died in 1813, at the age of 82.

The battle commenced at a little before 5 


o'clock in the morning— not far from sunrise. 
tlust back of Ca.stiglione rises a high range of 
hills, which projects a mile or thcrcahouta in- 
to the plain, ami then breaks off towards tho 
left into a wide expands of smaller hills, and 
to into the rolling surface which makes that 
liortion of the plain. The Au»tri,i.ns h.id ta- 
ken position upon these hills — planting can- 
non upon th'ino nearest to C.i&tixlioii'; which 
ihc-y could approach, fts tho French ai my 
was in full force in and around Unit little 
village — and had stationed their immense sir- 
ray ail over the; .surrounding plaii'. As near- 
ly as we can now learn the Kinpcror Fiancis 
Joseph had collected here not less than '2'2(i,- 
000 troops and commanded them in person. 
Mis evident purpose wa.s to make a, stand 
licrc and risk tho fortunes of the war upon 
tho liiiKiirdrf of the day. 
Napoleon promptly 


accepted the challenge, and commenced the 
attack as soon as it was light this morning, 
by placing cannon upon the hills Ktill nearer 
to Casliglione than thnou held hy the Aiihtrt- 
tini, and opening lire upon them on the 
heights beyond. 


lie took his own stand upon the highest of 


the.st — a, sleep, sharp-backed ridge, which 
commands a magnificent view of the entire 
circuit of tho plain, mid from that point di- 
rected the entire movonifnts oi'hi*- army dur- 
ing tho early portion of the dny. 
Thy French 


\ery soon drove tho enemy nut of the posts 
they held nearest to the town, and fidlowed 
them into thermal! village- of tho plain below. 
The first (('these wa.s Si<lfurinu, where they 
had a sharp and protracted engagement. — 
The Anstrians disputed every inch of the 
ground, and fought here, as they did through- 
out the day, with the utmost desperation. — 
They were thiee limes driven out of tho town, 
before they would xtvij out. The people of 
the village, moreover, took part against tho 
Vrench, upon whom they iired from their 
windows, and (he J'Yenrh were compelled, in 
self-defence, to burn the town. 
When they 


found it impossible to hoi. I their ground nny 
longer, they loll back, slowly and .steadily, 
until they reached tho village of Volta, which, 
sis you -will see by the map, lies directly 
southeast from Oastiglione, and is only aliout 
n mile from the river Minrio, from Which, 
however, it is separated by a range of hills. 


Upon these hills, in the rear ol the town, 


mul overlooking it completely on the south 
nnd southeast sides, the Austrians had plant- 
c«l very formidable batteries ; and when I 
nrrivnd upon tho field and went at oneo to the 
height where the r'mpernr had stood at the 
opening of the engagement, but which he had 
left an hour before to follow his victorious 
troops, these batteries were Waxing away up- 
on ihe French who were stationed on the 
plain below. I wag too far off to observe 
with ;;ny accuracy the successive steps of the 
action, but I could distinctly see the troops 
stationed upon the broad plain, nnd moving 
up in masses towards tho front, where tho 
artillery was posted, as their services were 
required. But. us soon as they reached this 
point they were speedily enveloped in the 
Binoko of the cannon, and disappeared from 
observation. But the general result was soon 
made evident by the slackening of the Aus- 
trian fire, nnd by the fulling back of their. 
smoke and a corresponding advance on the 
part of that which ro^u from the French ar- 
tillery. 


Tho cannonading at that point lasted for 


over an hour : but in precisely what direc- 
tion the Austrian:) retreated, it was not po.s.si- 
l)lc, from the position I occupied, to see. I 
was afraid to change it, moreover, bocau-e, 
although I might easily have gone more di- 
rectly and closely upon the field, I could not 
have found any eminence upon tho plain 
from which I could have had BO sweeping and 
complete a view. Part of the Austrian force 
probably crossed the Mincio river, which 
flows southward from the lower end of Lake 
Guards, nud empties into tho Po. But the 
battle continued to rage all over the region 
northwest of a lino connecting the towns of 
Castiglione, Solferino and Volta. 
At one 


point after another a sharp cannonading 
would arise and continue for a half or three- 
quarters of an hour — and after each succes- 
sive engagement of this kind, the result bo- 
came apparent in the retreat of the Austriaus 
and the advance of the French forces. Dur- 
ing all the early part of the day the sky hud 
been clear, and the weather hot. 


But clouds began to gather at about noon, 


auul at 5 o'clock, while the cannonade was at 
its height, a tremendous thunderstorm rolled 
lip from the northwest ; the wind cnmo first, 
sweeping from the parched streets an enor- 
mous cloud of dust, and was soon followed 
liy a heavy fall of rain, accompanied by vivid 
lightning and rapid explosions of rattling 
thunder. The storm lasted for about an hour, 
and tho cannonading, so far as wo could dis- 
tinguish, was suspended. 
Then the rain 


ceased, the clouds blew away, the sun shone 
out, again, and the air was cooled and per- 
fectly delightful. 
Though the cannon may 


have ceased for r. :imo to take part in it, the 
fight had meantime gone on — and when I 
again resumed my post of observation, from 
which the storm had expelled me, the can- 
nonading commenced on the extreme left of 
the entire field and on the very borders of the 
lake, northeast from Castiglione and west of 
Perschiera. 


The Piedmontese iroops, under the King, 


who commands them in person, had been 
posted there, nnd received the Austrians as 
they came around. 
From about 7 o'clock 


until after nightfall an incessant nnd most 
terrible combat was here kept up. The bat- 
teries of the two armies wore apparentlv 
about halfamilo apart, and at the outset 
they were both served with nearly equal and 
tffective vigor. 
But the Austrians gradually 


slackened their fire:ind several times took up 
new positions, while tho Sardinians poured a 
rapid and uninterrupted shower of balls upon 
them, fcu^pending only for a few minutes at 
n lime, nnd then renewing it again with re- 
doubled fury. The wind had now gone down, 
the air was still, aud the sound ot musketry, 
ns well as of the cannon, was distinctly heard. 
Jhe former wa.s continuous, sharp and inces- 
sant, sounding like the constant, nnd irregular 
pattering of hail upon a roof, while tho lattar 
was occasionally suspended, but while it 
lasted was overwhelmingly graud and ter- 
riMe. 


Over tho Sardinian Park arose a dense 


white cloud of smoke, directly upwards, its 
sides perfectly upiight nnd well defined, and 
spreading outward both ways at tho top like 
an enormous sheaf of whea't. The sun was 
making a glorious setting in the West, and 
as ins light gradually departed, the vivid 
flashes at each discharge of the cannon 
gleamed through the smoke like sharp light- 
BDJ through the breast of an enormous cloud. 
Sometimes only a single flash would be seen, 
then two r* three at once, and sometimes half 
a dozen would break forth in instant gncoes- 
eion. It was beginning to get dark when I 
turned to descend the hill, and all the way 
down I still hoard the roar of the camion and 
the clattering of the guns of tho infantry. _ 
But the Anstrians wcreeleaily falling back, 
and Could scarcely have failed to sustain a

The surgeons 
were drcs-iin'j; their wounds; sisters of chari- 
ly arid other women were giving them wine 
and otherwise ministering to their comfort; 
but morning, I am sure, will dawn upon a 
large proportion of them relieved forever from 
their pain. If anything can be more horrible 
than a soldier's life, it certainly is a soldier's 
death. 


Six or eight times while I stood upon the 


f treet watching tho wounded there came along 
squads of prisoners taken at various stages of 


cle the town. 
No biich attempt, however, 


was made, and at 5 o'clock thi-t morning the 
battle co in men ceil, but by which army the 
first gun was fired no one thus far has been 
able to inform me. It wa.s an understood] 
thing, no doubt, in both armlet--, that the 
moment had-arrived fur the decisive trial of 
strength, and it mattered little win* fired tlie 
first gun. 
]>oth armies were eager to begin 


the struggle, and only awaited tlie signal of 
attack. 


The Aiifltrain position was in a crescent, 


(as at Magenta,) about eight miles long, and 
was exceedingly htrorigin every point of view, 
since tho French were obliged to attack from 
the plain, in full view, and in a concentrated 
form. 


During Hie firet, hours of the battle the 


Fiench were twice driven back by the super- 


tho action. Sometimes there would ho only 
three or four—then twenty, fifty or a hun- 
dred, and in one company over '100. They 
walked closely together, six or eight deep— 
the officers being generally in the miildlc— 
nT" were guarded by a single file of troops 
walking on each side. As n general thin.

JSut this retrograde movement was 


not arcpul.-e, and the ground lost was irn- 
rnrdiateiy regained. It was thcfirst regiment 
of /jouaves that suffered most at this moment. 
At one o'clock I f-aw two curt loads of wound- 
ed men of this regiment as they came oft' tlic 
field, on their way to tho hospital at Cabtigli- 
one, and they told me that at that moment 
not a single commissioned officer of their regi- 
ment was on his feet. 
Their brave colonel, 


who had beer promoted only three days be- 
fore, in place o! their colonel killed at Alagcn- 
ta, had received throe wounds, and in fact 
1 saw him carried from the field soon after- 
wards on a lilUr, covered with blood and 
tfust, and apparently Miflcrin^ deeply from 
his wounds'. 


Tho two villages on tho line of hills held 


by the Anstrians offered tho greatest resist- 
ance to the advance of the Fioneh. One of 
(licsi 
1, Sollcrii'O, was taken and re-taken three 


times by ('anrobort's division, aril it i.s said 
that ut this point the dead bodie.s actually con- 
cealed the ground from view. 


Another village nearer to Casligliono, in 


which, strange to relate, both the men and 
the M omen ol ihe town fired upon the Vroiuli, 
wa.s totally b u r n t down by Marshal C.inrob- 
ert's orders, who was naturally indignant at 
snob conduct. 


The Austrians were gradually driven back 


over Uie plain, and from their strong position 
on the hill-sides, till at 4 o'clock they m.ide 
their bust obstinate stand atthe town ol'Volra, 
six miles east of Ca.sliglione. 
An hour's work 


dif Indeed them from this place, and then, at 
f> oMoi'k, a violent rain-storm coming up, at- 
tended with lightning arid thunder, tiic re- 
treat ol the Austrians coinmcncLd. 


The correspondent adds that he frels wai- 


ranted in saving that the French must have 
had 2,">.000 men liars tie combat, lie says he 
saw 10,000 woumled men come from the'field, 
on carts, wagons, mules and iiltcrs. lie 
further adds: 


If I did not txlroariy know the result nf the 


battle, I would be ready to suppose, from the 
enormous, number of wounded sulilicr' ntthis 
moment passing my window, that tho French 
army had been literally destroyed. I am quite 
sure, no matter what tho French official re- 
port may fay, that my preceding estimate 
of the number of wounded is small. 


We saw about three thousand Austrian 


prisoners brought in. 
How many were taken 


during the day could not be ascertained. I 
saw one crowd of COO, another of 450, and 
many smaller squads. The Austrian wound- 
ed were piled into the carts sometimes indis- 
ciiminately w i t h tho French. 


The most horrible wounds to look at were 


those of the face. Two Zouaves of tho first 
regiment had the whole under jaw carried 
awiiy, and yet these brave fellows walked be- 
hind the carts of their comrades more danger- 
ously wounded than themselves. Smno had 
their eyeij closed from blows with the bulls of 
tho musket?, others had their cheeks or 
mouths hanging in fiimZicaicvfrom sword cuts, 
others the cheeks svvolcn to enormous dimen- 
sions from bails that had pierced their !,ieo-; 
through a id through. The women who had 
n maincd in tho town of C.isliglioncshed tears 
apparently at the utter hopelessness of ren- 
dering asM.-tanco to such a number of bravo 
arid suffering men. Yet every Iiou«e was 
thrown open, and every hand was ready la aid 
in alleviating their pain. 


For the most part they asked but for wine 


or water, for the loss of blood creates thirst, 
and tho fatigues of the day must have been 
great from the length of the battle and tbe 
extent of ground to tight over. 
Many of the 


soldiers were naked to the waist—their coats 
having been torn to pieces in tho bayonet and 
hand to hand fights, and their shirts torn 
up to staunch their blood. All were covered 
with dust and bad their clothes moie or less 
torn, both officers and men, and piosontcd, 
even in the absence of blood-stained clothes', 
tho most pitiable appearance, lint all who 
wore not suffering had stamped upon their 
countenances that C[uiet, determined louk 
which soldiers require in battle, and which 
is called in the French army the "profession- 
al air."

It was certainly tho most dreadful sight I 


ever saw. 
Every conceivable kind of wound 


which can 
be inflicted 
upon men was 


here exhibited. All who wore able to do so, 
were obliged to walk—the wagons and ani- 
mals at command be'iir; all required for those 
who could not otherwise bo moved. 
Some 


walked along, their faces completely covered 
with blood from sabre cuts upon their heads. 
M.iny had their arms shattered—hundreds 
had their heads tied up—and some carried 
most filmstly wounds upon their faces. Some 
had tied up their wounds, and others had 
stripped away the clothing which chafed and 
made them wurss. I saw ono man walking 
along with a firm step .and resolute air—naked 
to his waist, and having a bullet wound upon 
his side, an ugly gash along his cheek, and a 
deep bayonet thrust, received from behind in 
the shoulder. 
Most of those who were walk- 


ing wore a serious look—conversing but little 
with one another, though they walked two 
and_ two—and a few of them carried upon 
their faces any considerable expression of 
pain. 


Those who were more severely injured rode 


upon donkeys or in carts, and a few were 
carried upon mattresses on men's shoulders. 
But these were mostly officers, and nearly all 
I MTV carried in that way were so badly 
wounded that their recovery is scarcely possi- 
ble. 
One had both his legs crushed by a 


cannon ball. Another had received a ball 
in his thigh, and was evidently suffering the 
most intense agony. Many of those whose 
wounds wero in their logs were seated in 
chairs swung across n, donkoy—one being on 
e.ich side. 
Several who were thus earned, 


and were supported by soldiers walking by 
their bide, were apparently unconscious, and 
seemed to be dying. Then would come carts, 
large and small, carrying three, five, and some 
of them ten or fifteen each. A steady stream 
of these ghastly victims of tho battle of the 
day poured through the town. 
I stood in the 


crowd by the side of them as tho sad proces- 
sion p.issed along, nnd watched it at this 
point for over an hour. It was not interrupt- 
ed for a moment—except now and then by a 
crowd of prisoners—and it continued thus 
from about ton in the moraing, when it bc^an 
to flow, until i loft the street, long after dork.

A Shocking Homicide. 


La=tcvening,between 7 aud S o'clock, a des- 


perate deed of blood was enacted in South 
I'altimorc. A young man named Wm. W. 
Taylor, v.hiio passing along Henrietta- street, 
near Light, and when opposite the public 
1'iiitisc ul John Kenny, \\-a-. accosted liy a par- 
ty uf men. who allied him to treat. "T.iylor 
vtfuscJ, when one of the party knocked him 
down, nnd another jumping from one of the 
buggies in vhich the parties had ridden to 
the house, caught Taylor by tlic hair n f h i s 
head, and putting a pistol close to the back of 
the skull, iired. 


The ball passed clear into the brain, nnd 


Taylor, with a single ga^p, fell o\er on the 
curb. The perpetrators then jumped into the 
buggies and attempted to escape by fast 
driving. One of the \< hides was upset, and 
Thomas Eaton, an occupant, was captured by 
the police, who were attracied to the spot by 
the icport of tho pistol. The rest abandoned 
tho vehicles and ran away on foot. 
Taylor 


was lifted from the pavement and carried by 
sevcial citizens to Ins bo-mling house, No. 
00 Henrietta street, near Charles, and about 
u. square distant from the scene of tho «hoot- 
ing. ])r. George W. Benson was summoned, 
but ho lived only a short time. Immediately 
upon the shooting, Captain Woods, Sergeant 
Crouch and other officers of the district, start- 
ed in different (litnotions to arrest the perpe- 
trators of tho ciimc, but up to midnight no 
move had been arrested.

It is impossible, says the Ilarrishurg Pit/n- 


ot, for tho present Administration to do any- 
thing pleasing to the Opposition grumblers 
Having made up their minds to be in a bad 
humor, they remain in a perpetual and pain- 
ful f tate of irritation. 
Their indignation at 


the fearful extravagance of tho Administra- 
tion is not exhausted, before they discern that 
this same Administration is entirely too 
economical.

be liable to the obligations of a Spanish sub- 
ject if you voluntarily place yourself within 
the jurisdiction of that Government.

The letter from Mr. EVERETT was address- 


ed to our Minister at Berlin, under date of 
1-itli January, lf-53, in reference to several 
eases which had been presented by the Min- 
ister. "The question raised," Mr. EVERETT 
writes, "has received the particular attention 
of the President." The following extracts 
sufficiently state his doctrine: 


If, then, a Prussian subject, born and liv- 


ing under this state of»)aw, chooses to emi- 
grate to a foreign country without obtaining 
the certificate which alone»can discharge him 
from tho obligation of military services, ho 
takes that seep at his own risk. He elects to 
go abroad under the burden of a duty which 
ho owes to his Government. His departure 
is of the nature of an escape from her laws ; 
and if, at nny subsequent period, ho is indis- 
erect enough to return to his nature country, 
he cannot complain if those laws are executed 
to his disndvnntngc. His case resembles that 
of a soldier or sailor enlisted by conscription 
or other compulsory process in the army or 
navy. 
If he should desert the service of his 


country, and thereby render himself amena- 
ble to military law, no one would expect that 
he could return to his native land and bid dc- 
liance to its laws, because, in the meantime, 
bo might have become a naturalized citizen 
of a foreign State. 


For those reasons, and without entering in- 


to the discussion of the question of perpetual 
allegiance, the President is of opinion that, 
if a subject ol Prussia, lying under a legal 
obligation in that country to perform a cer- 
tain amount of military duty, leaves his na- 
tive land, and. without performing that duty 
or obtaining the prescribed "certificate of 
emigration," comes to the United States and 
is naturalized, and afterwards, for any pur- 
poses whatever, goes back t» Prussia, it is 
not competent for the United States to pro- 
tect him from the operation of the Prussian 
law. Tho case may be one of great hardship, 
especially if the omission to procure the cer- 
tificate arose from inadvertence or ignorance; 
but this fact, though a just ground of sympa- 
thy, docs not alter tho case as one of interna- 
tional law. 


The position of Gon. CASS, in his letter to 


Mr. 
HOFEH, 
is, certainly, more 
liberal 


towards naturalized citiieus than either of 
the above. He says : 


" Tho position of the United States, as 


eommiinii'iitcd to the minister at Berlin for 
the information of the Prussian government, 
that iiiitivii-born Prussians, naturalized in 
the United States, and returning to the com 
try of their birth, are not liable to any dutie 
or penalties' except such as were existing a 
the period of their emigration. 
If at tha 


time they were in tho army, or actually call 
ed into it, such emigration and naturalization 
do not exempt them from the legal ponalt- 
which they incurred by their desertion ; bu 
this penalty may bo enforced against then 
whenever they shall voluntarily place them 
selves within tho local jurisdiction of thei 
native 
country, and shall bo pruceedei 


against according to law. 13ut when n 
present liabilities exist against them, at tli 
period ol their emigration, the law of nations 
in the opinion of this government, gives n< 
right to nny country to interfere with na 
turalizcd American citizens, and the attemp 
to do so would be considered an act unjust in 
itself aud unfriendly towards the Uuitci 
States."
